13. [3 Other: In response to Applicant's arguments that the cited reference does not teach the limitation "at the time of printing the 
computer system associates the type and spatial extent of the coded data with the spatial extent of at least some of the visible 
information", the examiner would like to point out firstly, that the printing step is not positively claimed. Secondly, how the form is 
printed is irrelevant and independent of the claimed step of receiving. The step of receiving can be performed in the same way 
regardless of the process used to print the form. Hence this limiation is treated as non-functional descriptive material. In response to 
Applicant's arguments that the Ur reference only teaches identity of the document but not a location within the document, the 
examiner disagrees. In Column 5 lines 63-65. Ur discloses this feature. Applicant's other arguments are not persuasive. Hence the 
rejections made in the final office action mailed on May 12. 2005 are maintained . 
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
